The Ancaster es- 
tates, formerly belonging to the dukes of 
Ancaster, the Drummond estates, formerly 
belonging to the earldom of Perth, and the 
Willoughby de Eresby estates have all come 
Into the possession of the present earl of 
Ancaster’s family through marriage within 
the last 100 years, and I may mention that 
there is no peer of the realm whose properties, 
especially the Drummond estates, have been 
more frequently claimed by people hailing 
from this country. 

Among them have been a Mrs. Bona of New 
York, who claims to be the daughter of Fred- 
erick Burrell Drummond, who, she alleges, 
cames to America in 1836 and married in New 
York. While the peerages and works of ref- 
erence make no mention of his death and 
leave it to be supposed that he disappeared 
in the United States, it is a fact that if. he 
had survived his mother he would have in- 
herited the Willoughby de Eresby peerage 
as well asthe Drummond estates in lieu of his 
sister, Annabella, who married Sir Gilbert 
Heathcote, first Lord Aveland, and father 
of Lord Ancaster. 

One of the other claimants has been the 
daughter of Lord Drummond, grandson of 
the late earl of Perth. She is now married 
in Brooklyn. Lord Drummond died in St. 
Luke’s hospital, New York, after having 
earned his ltving for a time in New York as 
ticket chopper on the elevated railroad, and 
as a porter of oneof the

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HOMES IN UTOPIA. 


Families to Have . Kitch- 
„ens. Dining Rooms, and 
Libraries.

[FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TRIBUNE. } 
LONDON, May 31.—What sort of homes 
will ordinary people have in Utopia? It 
is pretty generally recognized now that 
the civilized small home—the home a clerk 
or artisan ought to possess—if 
exist without a “slavey” (that elo- 
quent word!), must be attained by a much 
more extensive division of labor than one 
finds at present—unless we are to go on the 
principle of “ every wife her own slavey.“ 
How is the division of labor to be contrived? 
There is a remarkable amount Of talk at 
present about this sort of thing, but so far ex- 
periment has scarcely. begun. They are, 
however, beginning, and there is little doubt— 
given pence—that they will soon be numer- 
ous and fruitful. Why should not a number 
of families live in association, it is asked, 
have a common kitchen, a common dining 
room;/ perhaps a common kindergarten 
nursery, a common library even? Already 
we have (with all sorts of unknown azeoc'!- 
ates) a common bakehouse at the baker's, a 
common laundry—the horrors of washing day 
no longer wreck the peace of homes as they 
did in the days of Leech, Why not go fur- 
ther? Why not have a common restaurant— 
and so on? To which I would heartily re- 
spond, “ Why not?’ 


— 
Houses to Be 1668 


Now, if we are going in seriously for other 
ways, if we are to return to-a more social 
and codperative life—and I fall to see how our 
community can get civilized all through if 
it does not—then I think it will be necessary 
to live in houses differently planned and built 
from those wé occupy today. The houses will 
have to be associated and codperative, too. 
Social development and the development of 
housing must go on ef. and one must 
walt upon the other. 

It seems 
practical way of running the common table, 
the common reading and social room, the 
kindergarten, a commqan cirdulating library 
subscription—a trained nurse, medical ad- 
vice, an isolation hospital—a dozen other 
amenities of civilized life, fs upon club lines. 
Imagine a number of people living conven- 
iently near one another, and having similar 
tastes, clubbing for these things; they would 
all pay a regular subscription for the common 
services, and get their meals and so forth at 
a trifle above the sages cost. 


Problem of | Cheapness, 

Would it not be possible to cater for them 
collectively as cheaply and far better than 
each individual woman now caters for her 
separate home? Instead of each woman hav- 
ing a kitchen and scullery of her own, there 
would be the club offices. Instead of each 
woman buying things expensively in small 
quantities, they would be ght on whole- 
sale terms by the common caterers. All the 
accommodation that would be needed in the 
individual home itself would be a night nur- 
sery, bedrooms, and a little sitting rogm, or 
music room, or parlor, or whatever one liked 
to callit. Perhaps, in addition, a small pan- 
try for incidental refreshments. That means 
a much simpler house and a less expensive 
house than even the $150 a year eight roomed 
villa of our suburbs. So that there would be 
not only a saving in catering but a saving in 
housing, and, I a several

No Sense in Flats. | 

‘Suppose now all these private houses be- 
longing to the club were to be made 
into one building—not flats; there is no 
sense in flats except in acrowded town where 
ground values are high, and it is better for 
most people to go away from the center, 
where work and business are done, into a 
residential suburb. With reasonably cheap 
ground, it is not only prettier and more airy 
to build long and low, but also probably as 
cheap as to build narrow and high; the walls 
need not be so massive, there need be no big 
staircases, lifts, or the like. Suppos-, there- 
fore, a sort of terrace ot houses, with the 
club apartments at the center, with a piazza 
or some such co way joining up the sep- 
arate homes with that. Or the houses might 
even be with a colonnade linking 
them. 

For my own individual. preference I cling 
to one of the most gracious types of old Eng- 


lish architecture, the college. There were 


beautiful colleges in England 500 years before 
there were picturesque cottages. You may 
gee them at Oxford or Cambridge in the Lon- 
don inns, at Winchester; there is a pleasant 
one for old ladies at Bromley, Kent; t 
are economical and dignified and net 
places of residence.

New York, June 8.—[Special. }—Justice Lev- 
entritt in the Supreme court today held that 
the trustees of the Metropolitan Museum of : 
Art were justified in refusing to exhibit 
Ernesto Biondi’s “ Saturnalia,” 
group which has been deposited in the mu- 
seum's cellars for the last two years. At 
the same time the magistrate declared that 
Biondi was entitled toa return of the group 
at any time on his furnishing bond to in- 
demnify the museum against the $18,200 se- 
curity which it gave for customs on accept- 
ing the group for exhibition. 

Justice Leventritt said he found n 
either in the bond or arrangements with 
Biondi binding the trustees to exhibit the 
group for any stated time or at all. Had 
there been any such contract the museum 
would have been bound by it, notwithstand- 
ing the expressions of disapproval. _ 


Biondi Will Appeal; 

It is expected that Biondi will not seek to 
remove the group to Italy, but will try to dis- 
pose of It here. Gilbert Ray Hawes, his law- 
yer, said he would certainly appeal from Jus- 
tice Leventritt's decision. Biondi, who isan 
Italian sculptor, first sued the museum for 
statue
